U.S. Considers Speeding 
More Troops For Germany^ 


FRANKFURT, Aug. 23 (AP)— 


Hight American officials disclosed 
here today that the United States 
is considering a build-up of its 
armed force* in Germany to bol- 
ster the 'defense of west Europe. 


Discussions are going on in 


Washington, the officials said, on 
bow many more troops should be 
sent. 


Washington also if discussing 


the possibility of acceding to West 
German Chancellor Konrad Ade- 
nauer's demand for a well-armed 
police army to counter the Rus- 
sian-sponsored "people's army" in 
East Germany. Details of the 
strength of such a police force al- 
so are being worked out, the in- 
formants said.

favor wholeheartedly the pro- 
posed reinforcement of the U. S. 
occupation forces here, 
r They*point out that the Rus- 
sians have .an estimated 20 or 
more combat divisions, numbering 
about 3*0,000 men in their east 
German zone, making up part of 
the 60 divisions they are said to 
have in Europe. 


• The 
Americans, British and 


French together have a total of 
only five combat divisions, plus 
service troops in Germany. The 
American contingent now num- 
bers around 100^)00 men.

has two brothers and many close 
friends in South Korea. 


"My own army does not trurt 


me. They do not think I have 
carried out my military mission 
successfully.

He 
added that 
counter-intelligence 


agents in the North Korean army 
have the duty of finding and de- 
stroying all propaganda leaflets 
drdpped by the Americans. 


"Those caught reading them

In Tokyo, there wa* a fair sup- 


ply of pamphlet*, booklet* and 
other printed material to help 
American troops in the Army of 
Occupation in Korea just after 
the war and those serving with 
the Korean military advisory 
group since 1948, when the occu- 
pation troops pulled out. There 
was also what was called a 
language guide. Thi* consisted of 
a textbook and two 12-inch dou- 
ble phonograph record*. 


The new pocket guides are

like Dr. Adenauers, of the con- 
ditions under which they could 
and, therefore, they would be

We are told in sub- 
stance that American money will 
not suffice, that to arouse the will 
to rearm and to re»l*t there must 
be a large American contribution 
in the scarcest and the most ex- 
pensive of all military items 
namely the G. I '*. 


IT IS a deliberate understate 


ment to say that the »ituatioi 
which all this reflects is ver; 
serious. The question is whethe 
we are doing our part to correc 
it.

our diplomacy—the disparity be 
tween our commitments and ou 
moves—is being enlarged and no 
being reduced. The additiona 
forces we plan to raise do no 
begin, I believe, to meet our 
obligations. Measured in money 
the effort is almost a continuatio 
of business as usual. 


Measured in military manpow 


er, which is the acid test, it ma 
not be enough to deal with th 
North Koreans. And yet our ob- 
ligation* have become greatly in- 
flated because we have allowed 
ourselves to be drawn into a war 
on the ground on the Asiatic 
mainland and into direct conflict 
with China.

Whooping Cough Deaths Drop Below 1,000

AST YEAR, for the first time, 
deaths from whooping cough 


in the United States fell below 
1,000, according to Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. statisticians. 
The final figure may be less than 
800.

>ecause the number of young 
children in the population has in- 
creased greatly due to high birth 
rates in recent years. 


The gams against whooping 


cough have been especially rapid 
in the last 10 years. In 1948 and 
1949 the death rate among infants, 
where the bulk of the mortality 
from the disease is concentrated, 
was at least 75 per cent below the 
figure of a decade ago. 


Even allowing for the cyclical 


fluctuations in the occurrence of 
the disease, the number of report- 
ed cases at all ages ha* declined 
sharply. In both 1948 and 1949 
the number was below 75,000, 
while the previous minimum was 
nearly 110,000. In the 1930's the 
total only once fell below 150,000. 


A substantial part of the credit 


for the gains against whooping 
cough is given to the wide ac- 
ceptance of the vaccines for im- 
munization against the disease 
and to advances in the care of in- 
fants with the disease. 


"To cut the death toll during 


the early months of infancy still 
further, chief reliance must be 
placed on early 
hospitalization 


and high quality of medical and 
nursing care," the statisticians 
point out. 


"Another possibility is to com- 


mence immunization earlier than 
is now generally practiced. Ex- 
perience shows that this pro- 
cedure is effective in very young

American Tanks 
Outshine Reds' 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (AP) 


—Tank for tank, the heavier 
American models now fighting in 
Korea were reported today to be 
more than a match for the best 
the Communists have thrown 
against them. 


Army officials who made this 


claim also said a new light tank 
gun which will be available short- 
ly should be able to "handle any 
Russian medium tank". 


Much of the Korean Reds' early 


success was attributed to superior 
tanks. United States forces had 
few tanks and front-line dispatch- 
es reported that the General Chaf- 
fee, 
the first American model 
| used there, was no match for the 
Russian T-34. 


Army officers said, however, 


that the Patton and Fershing 
models rushed to Korea have 
proved far superior to the T-34, 


30-ton tank. They said under 


some conditions the General Pat- 
ton's 80-millimeter guns would 
give "considerable trouble" to the 
Joseph Stalin III, the Red army's 
largest known tank. It weighs 
an estimated 50 to 70 tons and 
mounts a 122-millimeter gun. 


The 47%-ton General Patton 


is the heaviest U. S. tank now in 
actual production, Army spokes- 
men said.
